MONTHLY RETROSPECT OF POLITICS. 



JN a recapitulation of the passing 
events ot the month, and a short 
survey of our domestic situation the 
most proijiipent event as more nearly 
affecting our unniedute interest may 
be reckoned the present difficuhies 
in the commercial wnrUl, arising from 
the ntimerovis and extensive faikues, 
which have occurred both in Great 
BrJlam and Ireland, not from any 
local cause, not because by the Union 
two legislaiuies have meiged into one, 
and instead of a st|)ardte pailiament, 
respecting which, while it bad an 
existence, little good, judging from 
their deeds, could be said, we now 
form a portion of the imperial parlia- 
ment, ot which we feel noinchnation 
to speak- in terms of praise ; but these 
oveiluinings in trade have arisen 
from a cause common to every part 
of the empire, and vflncb w ili not 
cease to operate, so long as the pre- 
sent unwise policy is persisted in. — 
All these eviis result from the tvAR. 
But as this part of the subject wilt be 
treated more fully m the Commercial 
l\eport, it IS unntcessaiy _to enter 
more laigely on it in this place. If 
war occasion all the inconveniences, 
the remedy must be sought in fisace. 
It IS a fashionable cant to say 
peace is unattainable, and the ex- 
pression passes fioin one to another 
without exammatior. A war ol fifteen 
3 ears has not given us security, but 
firefy successive year lias increased 
our dangei. Let us try an opposite 
system. The gigantic power of s ranee 
is as greatly to be dreaded lo war, 
as in peace, and there is no tendency 
in vtaitare to reciuit our most vul- 
jierSble part, the stale of out financtsy 
or to restoie the lost eaeigies ot trade, 
which can atone enable ibese countries 
to bear the piesent load ot taxation. 
Let Great Britain abate o( her haughty 
ptetenUons to the d^miuioti of tbe 



seis, and resolve to be just and 
moderate, and a peace might Speedily 
be made. Even aiUtiittiiig doubts of 
its long duration, our situation could 
not be made worie by the experi- 
tnent. At least, suffering humanity 
would have a little respite, and the 
blood and treasuie of our country 
would not for a time be m»avai(ii>gly 
lost m a contest in which nothing n 
gamed, and much is suffered. Peace 
could probably be made on terms 
by no means umeasoiiabie: itnould 
be useful to I^onaparte to consohdaie 
his power ; we equally require its aid 
to restore our energies. In » season of 
peace, our commerce would revive, 
and from this source we should pos- 
sess an ample equivalent lor the in- 
ci eased military power of France, lu 
tiadc she cannot iival us tor many 
years. 

In Ireland additional taxes have been 
laid on, and much murnutr occasion- 
ed. JHow the advo( <)tes lor waf isin 
reasonably complain, is not quite evi- 
dent. So long as war is tanisd on, 
expen-ies will intrea>e, and theie must 
be additional taxation. The clamoruus 
supporters of war sliould bear these 
facts in remembrance, and cease to 
object to taxation, while their oww 
system renders it absolutely neces- 
sary, [f these considerations had due 
weight, perivaps many w ho sit quietly 
at home, atid loudly laise flie war- 
whoop, would abate of their brain- 
less ardour. But pt-rhaps no persons 
are mor^ dissatisfied with the weight 
of taxef, than they wiio are so ai>- 
xiovis to assume an exclusive claino 
to tbe abused and misapplied term 
■of loyalty. These seeming contra- 
dictions arise from the same motive, 
an inordinate selfishness. 'I bey seek 
to draw a gam front a m®no|x>ly of 
speciotts- pretences, but tliey like to 
Save tbeir pockets. They arevt^iihng 
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to give their jupport in words, but 
cliuse rather tiiat oluers siioulcl give 
money, and scruple not by every arti- 
lice to evade tiieir proportion 
of coiitribuiion to what they them- 
selves aiil'ect to call a just and neces- 
sary war. 

home of the London clergy have 
been holding meetings in their parishes, 
and accusing reformers of promoting 
(lissentioii ; but are not they tliem- 
stlves liable to a just recrimination ? 
JJo they not promote dissentjon by 
their counter resolutions ? An oppo- 
sition to existing establishments must 
be either goo<l, or bad, according to 
ti>e motives of the opposers, and the 
good or bad ijualities of the things 
opposed. No party whether in power, 
or out of power, has a right to as- 
sume without examination, that an ■ 
opposition to thein must necessarily 
be bad. The question must be de- 
termined by reason, and sound argu- 
ment. An obstinate zral for retention 
may be as unreasonable, and as liable 
to produce irritation and inflamma- 
tion, as a zeal for innovation. 

I'he necessity for taxes in Ireland 
was increased t>y the injudicious and 
inmioral pjhcy of abating the duty 
on wniskey. But may it not be con- 
sidered in the mature of a bribe to 
secure the landed interest, that the 
cheapness of tlie poison of ardent 
spirits is ijerniilted to increase onr 
national rice, and that fondness for 
iiiloxication which is unhappily cha- 
racteristic of our couniry ? 

The manufacturers of Dublin are 
in great distress. If their employers 
have (clt tiie pressure ot llie times, 
tiie poor weaver and artisan accus- 
toined to live from hand to mouth 
have felt tiie difficulties with accu- 
mulated weight. The one may have 
to part with some of their suiier- 
fluilies, and ascend to the third story, 
or even ,to the garret, but what must 
become of the wretched irriiabitants 
ot the cellar, when their weekly or 
daily fund to feed themselves and 
their crying infants, is taken from 
tliem by the distresses of the limes. 
'1 hey were already in a stale in which 
tiiey could sink no lower, witiiout 
actually encountering starvation. But 
there is a radical defect in the state 
of Dublin. A large city is not a 
suita^e seat of maaufacture. In suck 



an unnatural situation, seasons of dis- 
tress frequently oiiur. avid periodical! v 
visit liiose vk'tims ot bad policy, aril 
of their owji nnpruileiice, in "whom 
thought ess iiabils of iiii|)ri)vulence are 
cherijhed, not only tiy tlietr own fatal 
propen ity to uruikina; whiskey, but 
by tne blunders ot statesmen, and es- 
pecially by that system, to which 
they iiave been taught to look tor 
relief. In-ie&d of relying on their 
own powerii, and ijeiiig instruct- 
ed in the necessity ot providing tor 
their wants by their own ■exer- 
tions, and by priulence and fru- 
gality, they are iiccustoineci to look 
lor assistance troiii the iinei'.aiu sup- 
plies of cliarity balls, and ciiarily plays, 
mere palliatives, wliicn im re.ised the 
evils tiy teaching dependence on tlie 
supplies drawn from the luxuries of 
those above thein. Government in 
the present instance have stepped 
forward, and procured the national 
bank fo olfer to lend aCiOtSOOO, as a 
means of supporting public credit, 
i he intention is good, but there is 
reason to fear tne iiiraiis are entirely 
inadetpiate to llie enil proposed (f 
atibrding eflectual relief. J he pre- 
sent pressure J arises from trio targe a 
stock of nianulactures lying on hand. 
I he plan ot giving money to the 
inannlactiircis to enab'e them to go on 
increases tne stock, aixi ackl-i to the evil. 
The common council of ihe city 
of Uubhn have at a meeting on the 
2011) instant pased by a large ma- 
jority, resulmioiis to the following 
import, but the (ourt ot Aldermen re- 
fused their concurrence. 

" Resolveil. That we now feci as «e 
have always tell, an unshaken loyalty tt> 
our sovfrtiffii kmjr (ieorse the thir<l, ai'd 
the ^ucctssioii of bis royal house j and 
we have lo lament that his majesty should 
have beeu so grossly in^fKtsed on hy bia 
iiilnisiers, as in iein>iiiatin<^ the last se:!- 
sions of (iarliauteiit to state the growing 
prosperity of Ireland, when his ministers, 
in luakiug such re[iresenlaiiun$ to ins ma- 
jesty, must have knowtv that the veiy 
reverse was and ts the fact. 

" Resolved. That the present distress 
and gruu'ni^ misfortunes of Ireland have 
aiiseh fron, not having a resident parlia- 
nient,whf> aioue would be capable of know- 
ing the reil wants of this coantry, aiid 
ptoviding tor tbera adetjuate remedies, 
and we are the uiure fortified in this our 
opinion by the manner in wiircb ibc laie 
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mon^tious system of taxation w»s imposed 
on this, couMtry, dud which \i, coiitiary to 
eceiy wiind piiticiple of leg'sldtioii , we 
tiiMefoie appeal to 0111 comitryioen and 
i'ilow citizfciis to (oirie ton\did in eoipo 
rite boilies, add in Comity and grand jiiiy 
iiiettmss, to demand a resforaliou ot that 
cO(is.titution which i* our biith-vight, and 
o^ which' we ii^Ve tumn dispossessed by 
<raud and <;o)fuptioii." 

Ihpy bavfe likewise ordered the 
porliait of Mr. l«'oster to t)e re- 
moved fioiT) the mansion house, he 
having fi^ rfeited the coiifidence of the 
nation, Ifc'oot leUection liad repiesicd 
the ebullitiuns ot paity, it i3 probable 
this portrait would never have been 
j)laced in the situation from which 
It isnowdiipUced. 

The hrst lesolution conveys a merited 
censure on the conduct of mims- 
tersfor grossly misrepiebenling the state 
of heia.id, and asiumiiiij its growing 
piosperity in opposition to the tacts de- 
monstrated by woefulexperience within 
the lastfew months, and shows apropej 
return o( pubhc spint in the coi pora- 
fion of the city. All agree that sonie- 
thrng IS wrong, bill in the opinion 
of some the evil is still more i eeply 
seated, than as arising Iroin the union. 
Whether this measure was good or 
bad in itself, the means by vehich it 
w^s brought about, will stamp dis- 
grace upon tlie actors in ihe page oi 
histoiy. Never was greatei political 
piofiij^acy, or a more total duregaid 
to all piinciple manifested, than on 
that occa>ion. 'I he bribeis, andithe 
bribed, and the hAlfw opposers ot 
this measuie are invo'veu in one 
common inUmy, But it the cf inmon 
council of Duyhn are disposed to lu- 
vefctigate fully the causes of oui com- 
mercial dibtieos, and the weight of 
ta\ation, they must look fuithei than 
the union. The cause \»ill be found 
in the tior. But probably they die 
not prepaied f^r sij strong a ceftsure 
on administialiQn, aS the tiue solu- 
tion of such, A question would produce. 

it IS asjmptoiiii of bad times, when 
scarcely a monti) parses in which « e 
have not to allude to some fiesh m- 
s lance of sutfefing in the cauie of 
tue people, and ot free inquiry. While 
peculators escape, and those who 
have been long living on the public 
spoils, aie left at quiet, while the 
pensioners of the state, ih^ holders of 
siiiCcure places, and th?y who receive 



enoimous salaries for doitig litllek en- 
joy then gains, which so heavily load 
tiie middle and lower classes, as to 
threaten that " the additional poupd 
put on, may at last break the pack 
horse's back," while those j)ublic 
mendicants of the higher rank loll at 
ease, supported by a foiced and ex- 
travagant nlaintemince, if an unlucky 
Wight vents his feelings in l^imi too 
strong fo' the nerves of pampered 
and inoibid delicacy, he is immedi- 
ately caught m the legal trap, and 
the utmost sti etch of power is exerted 
against hun: white to the slianig of 
the people t)e it told, they look coldly 
on, say in thoughtless apathy he has 
been too imprudent, and jom with 
the s4teilites of powei m all theip 
aggravaiioiis against the object of 
ministerial vengeance, 'I'he berd un- 
generoiMly foi-sake the stiicken deer. 
We have again and again to complain 
of the ingratitude ot the country ; 
It IS extieniely bad policy to leave 
unsiippoilfd those who step forward 
as II, e advocates of tlie rigiits of the 
people ; it tends to discourage others 
fiom coming forward in the public 
service, v^hen they see such indiffer- 
ence and apathy, and suggests the in- 
quiry, where will be the vnuious 
recompense to serve an vngratejui 
people ? The feeling of conscious 
rectitude may suppoit a few generous 
spiiils 111 sacrificing much to the 
public good, but there is in the hu- 
man mind a tendency to grow cool 
and indidei'eitt al>o, unless the ap- 
piobation of numbers cheiishes the 
patriotic flame. It is not to be ex- 
pected, that individuals can neglect 
their own business to make a com- 
it^on cause with the suffeier ; but he 
IS f^iily entitled to the expression of 
sympathy, so decidedly made known as 
to rendti such pi oseculions unpopular. 
Liberty is in danger ot being lost. 
It the piess is shackled, and free dis- 
cussion so narrowed, that a man must 
wi lie, as it the attorney genei al •* over- 
looked each line." 1 he free expres- 
sion of thought will be ciamped- if 
advantage is taken of an unguarded 
word: uliab in the hurry or ardour 
of Composition rrtay slip in, and he 
who wiitea with a sword suspended 
over his head, will seldom possess 
sufhcient strength' of mind to wi-ite 
usefully or energelically. The piess 
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may is^ue forth tame mawtislj lulla- 
bies, or veiially siiis? tin? pi^iijes of 
tlio^e ill power; but unci«r s.ycli cir- 
cumstances, tiie siiad^w only ,of a 
miglity name will remaiii. 

i lie»e relleccious are preparatory 
to llie introduction if the case of 
Willijrn Cibbett, the weil kiio>yi) 
writer o the .Veekiy Register ; a man 
wiio at pre!>ei)l, at least, Ui'serves well 
of iiis couiUry. He has been foun-l 
guilt V of a libel osi tJie German 
legi.jii aiid sentenced to an im prison- 
mem of two years in Newf^atc, to 
pay a line of ,51000, and alierw.ir<ls 
lo lind securities for his good be- 
haviour for seven years, himself in 
^3000, and two securities fori;iOOO 
eacn. We are to recollect that 
he himself was a soldier, wno rose 
from tiie rauk$, and has that warmth 
of feeling which may reasonably be 
expected, under socii circumstances, 
when lie described the German Legi- 
on ailed in to quell a meeting of 
the local militia at Lly. Indeed in 
a lair e timate of bis 'political prUi- 
ciples, a bias to his first profession, 
and a foudi.ess for military glory ap- 
pear to lead hint at times, lo coun- 
ten.iii'^e that system of miliiary power, 
to which the present unhappy slate 
of Europe appears in danger of ra- 
pidly propelling the present civiliued 
portion of the globe, and of bringing 
it oa' k again to the ba~barism of 
those falsely called the heroic ages. 
7'liese remarks on the tentlency to ini- 
liury despotis.n incidentally occurred, 
and liave no immediate bearing on 
the (jiiestion ot his punishment, tor 
on this point lie and the attorney 
general have probably a similar pre- 
tlileciion. He is now deserving of 
public sympithy: and that suppoitcon- 
ferred by public feeling. He shows an 
undaunted itiind, and that his spirit is un- 
broken, appears by ine following ex 
tract from his Uegisler of the l-kh last. 

" I begin the eijchlefinih volume in a 
prison ill tbis respect, however, I only

prefeiaiile l(; theirs i an;!, as to the future, 
1 can reasonably promise myself days of 
peace and happiness, while conrtiinaL 
dread irnut huunt their yuilty minds ; 
while every fitjr, and every j,ouiid must 
make them ijiiake for (ear. 'Iheir day 
is yfl to come. 

He has been charged with base 
lucre. Jn the present slate of things, 
the advoraie of the people does npt 
take tlie shortest road to make hij 
fortune. '1 he people have no places 
or pensions to bestow ; they are even 
so careless as to be niggardly in di— 
pensing the due meed of praise to 
their defenders. Ilie managers of 
the press seek out other means ; they 
too frequently frame their columns 
to suit the Viirying fashion of opinion, 
and by. the help of deceptive gUisses, 
and artful suppressions, seek to make 
" the worse appe.ir the better reason," 
and thus recommend themselves to 
the notice of government ; tliey are 
in no fear of prosecutioni, or of 
" being caught tripping," 

•* They would not With a peremptory 

tone. 
Assert the nose upon the face their own," 
if they thought it would dis- 
please their superiors, or lessen the 
number of tiieir subscribers, when 
loyalty, or rather a pretence to it, 
is the reigning fashion. The proprie- 
tors and editors of our periodical 
publi< ations have much m their power 
in giving a ri^ht or wrong direction 
to the public taste ; they are caterers 
for the public, who are often too in- 
dolent to judge for themselves, but 
without di'criminatiou take w.hat 
is set before thetn : 

" While sloth seduces most, too weak, to 

bear. 
The nnsupportable fatijrue of thoiistht. 
And swallowing, tlieretbre, without pause 

or choice. 
The total grist unsifted, husks and all." 

The managers of the press. Including 
authors, proprietors, and -all others in 
their respective stations should act 
on principle. He who says what he 
does not think, or suppresses front 
interested motives, lest the sale ot a 
work may be injured, or the number 
ot suteiCTibers lessened, is actuated 
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by haw lucre, while Cobbett, and 
thev wUo uu dimtedly |.uljli-.ii uii- 
weltoine, uiipaUtaole. but useful UjallM, 
sUiid dcquiiled of the cbdige wiiicli 
recoils on tl.e h-=a(ls of Hiose who 
m.ik.e ail unSounded accusation.

i he Orange proce^isions on the 12tli 
of tJiis month have iu some^place^ 
been less numerously attended than 
111 preceding years, and even soma 
who weie forraeiiy, foremost on those 
occasions have this year declined to 
form a pant of so injudicious aa 
exnibition. Such a return to sound 
policy is highly commendable, ajid 
it IS hoped, that It may be coiisi- 
deied as ttie, fo^erunuer ot the gene- 
ral disuse of a praptice> which tends 
to perpetuate dissension, and keep 
s^hve an mjunou^ irritation of the pub,, 
lie iiiiikL 

Alter so citcumstantial a re^view 
of our domestir situation, an object 
to us of more inimediate impoitance, 
a short account of the stale of foreign 
powers may be sulficient. 

Every motive oi policy, and reci- 
procity ot ieeliiig should intimately cim- 
nect U-. with the United Slates of Noith 
AnieiRa. But this wai which imbitieis 
eveiy thing, and that mean jealousy 
winch luilvsiuthc nunds-ot some against 
the Americans fur throwing off the }oke 
ot Biitaiii, has misled uOr staiesnien, 
and endangered our amicable relations 
witli that country. Our claim to uii. 
disputed dominion by sea, and the 
equally absuid aggiessions of France 
by land have distiessed the Ameri- 
cdi.s, and left them at <( loss (o which 
side to turn themselves. 'I'heir go- 
vernment, has not been fully sup- 
ported in their plans by the people, 
and the influence of the popular voice 
oil ft tree govei nineiit, which even jf 
occasionally m eiror, we ought to 
respect, h^ decided 4gainst. the pre- 
cautionary mbanures oi an embaigo, 
and non intercourse, which were a- 
dopted at iiist, and which perhaps 
w ere the wisest steps that could be 
taken to avoid open hostility, fin4 
Iveep out of the reach of tile con- 
tending powers of Europe. For a 
view ot the difficulties of the Ameri- 
can government we refer to the ad- 
dres?es from New-York to the laie 
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and present President,, and their an- 
swei-i* givai among the docunienis at 
the conclusion of tijs article, and 
which our readers will find illustra- 
tive of the state of parties among tiiem. 
We also insert in the same place, an 
Euswer from the house of represenia* 
tives of Massachusets to their gover- 
nor, which forcibly shows the dilii- 
culties arising to ttie United Siaes 
from the pressure of France on one 
hand, and of Great Britain on the 
Vther. 

Conimi-rcial cupidity and a desire 
to sacrifice future safety and respecta- 
bility to the prospect, probably de- 
lusive, of present gain, appear to 
have influenced tne American jMfople 
and caused thera to lose the advan- 
tages ihey raijjhl have reaped from 
the enforcement o\ tlie embargo and 
non-hitercourse ; for had these measures 
|>een steadily and uniformly persevered 
in, the difficulties of these couijtnes 
would probably have forced thera to 
yield in just cuncessioo to the clamis 
of A«>ericans, for exactly at the critical 
period of the repeal of each of these 
measures, we were fetling the accu- 
mulatetl want of a supply of those ar- 
ticles which form liie oasis ot our 
msuufactuies, and also of a market 
for our ina mfactured articles. 1 he 
character of the American govern- 
ment has tims assumed the appear- 
ance of being vacillating and unt,led<l^, 
and by such con<luct the Americans 
have materially injured their cause 
and their reputation for political wis- 
dom. 

Bonaparte by one of those acts 
of power so common to conquerors, 
who are seldom restrained by jus- 
tice, and who like Caesar blush tor 
nothing "but an ili fought field," has 
annexed Hiilliaiid to France. Proba- 
bly the situation of iluiland will not 
be made worse by this act of vio- 
Jence, nor are we likely to lose except 
so far as an increased energy ot a new 
police' under the more immediate di- 
rection of France, may render the 
introduction of our manufactures into 
the continent titrough Holland more 
difficult. 

'l>»e continent of Europe lies pios- 
lrate*t the leei of this mighty coi»- 
queror Austria, da;jiled by the alii- 
iUice'witb bim, and associating «U¥ 
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of the Princesses of the house of Haps- 
burgh with the new dylla^ty "t the 
Coisican soldier of fortune, who par- 
takes of the common rise of all thuse 
called ancient tanuties which b) suc- 
cess have risen to eminence, anil only 
appear great to US, as viewed through 
the vista of antiquity, wjits »hn eager 
expectation to be iillowed to sliart- in 
the spoil of 'lurkej, now "nociaing 
to its fall," and likely speedily to 
crumble by the weiglit of its cum- 
brous materials. Prussia in danger 
of being devoured by the lion when 
his appetite prompts niiii. rf mams in 
a nerveless and unprotected state, wait- 
ing the caprice of the conqueror. 
Sweden, hilcrnally convulsed, atibrds 
scenes ol confusion aiid dark cabal, 
while Denmark irritated agaijist Eng- 
land, from motives of resentment for 
the attack on her capital, and ttie 
capture of her tleet, lends unwilling 
assistance to further the views of 
France. The prudence of J^enmark 
has appeared c»iisi>icuous tiiiough the 
dangers which have aite.ided the 
warfare of twenty years, which iias 
desolated Europe and sototally changed 
the state ot the contiijent, or ot » hat 
has been called the Western Fajnily. 
Hussia is at present drawn into the 
vortex of French politics, governed 
by the unsleaoy and iiniiecile .Alexan- 
der, once gratuitously styled the mag. 
najiiinous ally of Britain. While Rus- 
sia continues to act in servile dcp;n- 
dance on 1' Vance she may be perinitted 
to retain iier present show of posver 
but her weakly governed and widely 
extended provnices are ill calculated 
to cope with the legions of France, 
when the deep policy of Fieitcli 
intrigue snail place them agniii m 
oppoiiiion. 

it remains to notice the peninsula 
of b'pa^u and Portugal. Perhaps at 
the present moment the coiiieht li 
decided, but if tiie issue is protracted, 
the event laay speedily be expectea. 
Great loss of treasure and a prodigal 
waste of human lit«, and the extremes 
of human sulf'ering* ha> e cnaractcnzed 
the unavailini; aid given by britain 
on this occasion Feruiiijiiil, and 
things as they were, couid ixit stjwf 
m corapeliiion with the physical force 
of the French, aided by tne mural 
energy acquirtuiisy dexterously se«le- 
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ng to blend with it the caiuse of 
tefoim, antl the abolition crt the in- 
qutsilion, and all the other abuses of 
the old goveinmenl. 

Enghsli aid may not probably iniich 
longer retard the re union oi Sicily 
■witu Naples. To prevent the fall of 
this branch of the house of Bourbon, 
the philanthropist can feel little in- 
terest, when he lecollecfs the hoi'iid 
barbarities practised by them a few 
years ago, when they vainly hop- 
ed they had regained their former 
power. The acts^ of cruelty then 
practised, sanctioned by the presence 
of a British fieet, were seldom equal- 
led m the annals of civilized war, 
and with some other events of a simi- 
lar nature, which have marked the 
last twenty years, raise strong doubts, 
as to allowing to this age the claim 
for civilization and refinement of which 
It boasts. The excesses ot the French 
revolution are deservedly stigmatized, 
and are entitled to meriied execration ; 
but the acts of regular governments, 
are in many instances not less the 
objects of honest indignation and 
TUluous reprobanou. In the page of 
impaitial history both will descend 
with raaiked disappiobation to pos- 
teril) , and show that Voltaire's alle- 
gory of the monkey and the tyger 
is not alone desciiptive ot French 
manners. Other nations must come in 
for theirshareof the unhappy mixture of 
frivohty and cruelty so deservedly 
lashed nyder this si.nile. This age 
produces a strange anomaly of civiliza- 
tion and barbanssn. 

Revolutionary movements are again 
apparent m some paits ot Soufth Ame- 
rica, and the Caraccas make an eflort 
tor etna.icipatron. Miranda has been 
for a long time sowing the seeds of le- 
Tolution m his native countiy. Whe- 
ther thfe inhabitants possess the energy, 
the perseverance, the coolness, the 
self denial, the willingness to bear 
privations, the fortitude, the courage, 
m short the viitues necessaiy to losuie 
jticcess to revolutions, is still pro- 
blematical. Doubts arise and tend (o 
moderaie the cherishing of any very 
sanguine hopes. if they really pos- 
sess sufficient powers of endurance 
\withm themselves, there is a danger 
pf then- plans being thwarted, by one 
or both of the belligerents of Europe, 
affecting as in th& case of Spaiu and 



Poilugal to a/foid relief, botinreahty 
seeking only selfishly to draw profit 
to themselves, and piactising on the 
credulity of those who tiust them. If 
the flame of revolution spreads to La 
Plata and Peru, the events at Buenos 
Ayies, will not tend to inspire confi- 
dence in (be British name. 

The old couit of Portugal in thwr 
fesidence in Brazil do not appear 
to have gained wisdom by their mis- 
fortunes or transportation across the 
ocean'. The same cabals, the same 
petty squabbles ot a court, that ba- 
iled to lilieity, and a lotal ignoiance 
ot the true principles of tnide, equally 
slamp their proceedings with folly, 
in their change of situation as cha- 
racteuzed them in Portugal. 'Ihe 
inhabitants of a couft do not leadily 
learn to pioht by expeiience. '1 hey 
are too often only fit for the hospital of 
mcuiables, the mighty Laiar houSe 
which contains that great class ot man- 
kind who refuse all instruction. 

India pi esents no subject ol pleasing 
contemplation to the sagacious poli- 
tician, who looks beyond the present 
moment. A discontented army, active 
and vigilant hordes w'aiting for an 
opportunity of annoyance fill up 
the back giound in India, while at 
home, a bankiupt company boriowing 
money to pay a high dividend, aft'd 
by an appearance ol fictiiioos wealth, 
adding to the genet al delusion as fo 
the prospeiity 'ot the tountry at laige. 
alaim and teirify the calm observeit 
ot passing c^enus, who "fioro the 
loop holts of retreat," view the piesent 
shifting scenes, and give warning of 
appioathlig dangei. But they like 
C'assandia have too generally the fate 
of being mocked loi their paias, aiicl 
giving their warnings in vain.
